SELECTMEN’S REPORT FOR 2010 


During 2010 Rollinsford’s residents frequently expressed concern about their property 
assessments and the size of their tax bills. The 2010 property revaluation reduced 
assessed values about $25 million in Rollinsford, but caused an offsetting increase in the 
property tax rate. Selectmen have heard from many tax payers who believe that their 
individual property values were not reduced enough to bring them in line with current 
market prices. Consequently, abatement applications have risen over previous years. 
Applications for abatements on 2010 tax bills must be filed by March 1, 2011, and 
Selectmen must complete processing of these abatement applications by the end of June, 
2011. 


Heavy rains in March and April caused high water table levels and flooded basements all 
over town. Hardest hit was General John Sullivan Way. Many residents pleaded for help 
and Town action to solve their flooding problems. Unfortunately, town funds were not 
authorized to deal with flooding in the basements of private homes. After investigating 
possible options to help reduce future flooding, the Selectmen are recommending that 
about 720 feet of storm water drains and 5 catch basins be installed to complete needed 
road drainage. This road drainage will provide a place for water pumped from adjacent 
homes. However, during heavy rains the homeowners will still face flooding problems. 
The upgrade of sump pumps and larger drainpipes would help in some homes. 


The rising price of gasoline and fuel oil will be a growing problem for the town as well as 
for private homeowners. Energy audits of town buildings will be undertaken to identify 
possible ways to reduce fuel consumption in cases where such action would be cost 
effective. 


A volunteer committee chaired by Selectman Patrick Carroll will address citizen 
concerns about the rising volume and cost of waste disposal at the landfill. Some 
combination of reduction, reuse, and recycling could lead to a reduction in waste disposal 
costs. A reduction in volume at the transfer station will require action by individual 
residents. Some argue that Rollinsford is receiving waste that should go to other 
communities since the town has no bag and tag program like surrounding cities and 
towns. A bag and tag approach would provide the incentive for citizens to recycle and 
discourage the disposal of waste from relatives or friends that may originate in other 
communities. 


The 2011 Capital Budget for the town calls for total appropriations of $261,500 ora 
decrease of $75,000 from 2010. New items in the Capital budget include: 

(1) Fire Department utility van - $42,000 

(2) Fire Department pickup slide in tank - $10,000 

(3) Bobcat Model S160 Skid-steer Loader - $24,000 

(4) 720 feet storm drain on Gen. John Sullivan Way - $45,000 


The Operating Budget calls for $1,366,696 or an increase of $21,589. 


The total requested appropriations are $1,622,198 or a decrease of $53,411. The non- 
property tax revenues are estimated to be $907,326. Thus, the net amount to be raised by 
taxes is estimated to be $13,492 more than in 2010 or a tax rate increase of $ .05 per 1000 
of assessed value. 


Al Johnson, Road Agent, submitted his intent to retire in June 2010. Dan Toof, Jr. 
accepted the position in Sept. 2010, but resigned after a month on the job to accept a fire 
fighter position in Somersworth. Jeffrey St. Jean accepted the position at the beginning of 
November. Jeff is a resident of Berwick, Maine with previous experience with 
contractors in the area. The snowstorms that soon began have given Jeff several 
opportunities to demonstrate his snow plowing skills. The Selectmen really appreciate the 
years that Al Johnson spent with the Highway Department. 


Pam Morgan resigned as Tax Collector to enjoy retirement at home in South Berwick. 
We wish her a long and enjoyable retirement. Andrea Cass, of Rollinsford has been hired 
as the new Tax Collector. 


The Selectmen truly appreciate the many hours of volunteer time spent by members of 
the Budget Committee, the Planning Board, Board of Adjustment, Conservation 
Committee, Historic Committee, Library volunteers, Rollinsford Garden Club and other 
ad hoc committees. The 24-hour coverage provided by the Police, Fire, and Highway 
personnel deserve the praise and gratitude of all citizens.

Our calls for service saw a significant increase from the prior year. Group A crimes against persons (sexual 
assault-intimidation-assault, etc) rose 18%. Crimes against property (burglary-theft-fraud-criminal 
mischief) also rose 18%. Overall reportable activity rose 129%. I am happy to report an overwhelming 
majority of our crimes continue to get solved due to the dedication and professionalism of the staff. 


Calls to the station regarding the lack of a police presence to monitor traffic violators continues to plague 
us. Time spent on criminal investigations takes a big bite out of our time, thus reducing the amount of time 
spent on patrol to monitor traffic and act as a deterrent to crime. The only area where we saw a decrease 
was Officer initiated activity such as motor vehicle activities. residential and commercial building checks, 
etc. 


This past January. Corporal Kristian Kerkensen was promoted to Detective Sergeant. Officer Scott 
Stephens was awarded the Officer of the Year for 2010, and he also received a Letter of Commendation for 
his part in saving the life of the victim of a brutal assault. Officer James Mormissette received a Meritorious 
Service Award for 30 years of loyal service to the Town of Rollinsford. 


Also in January, we had an unusual event at the police station where an individual arrived at the station and 
threatened to kill the on duty officer, while brandishing and pointing a knife at him. Fortunately for all, the 
individual was arrested without injury to the officer and suspect. 


During the late summer and fall of 2010, we experienced a significant increase in residential burglaries and 
thefts. After an extensive investigation, one individual was arrested. Since his arrest in November, and as 
of this writing. we have had no further burglaries reported. 


The Police Association is a non-profit charitable organization and is registered as such with the IRS and 
NH Attorney General. The association completed its annual letter fundraiser last fall and for the 28” 
Annual Holiday Food Basket Program. Considering the current economic situation, the citizens exceeded 
our expectations for both programs, and we thank you. Last year the association returned in excess of 
$8000.00 for donations and sponsorships for local youth and other activities. The town folks have always 
come together in trying and difficult times and we are all better off for it. 


I would like to thank the members of the community, other town agencies, committees, and boards for their 
assistance and cooperation in working with the police department. Additionally, a big thank you to those 
who called the station to show support for the officers involved in the January threatening incident.

Annual Trustees’ Report 


The library was used and strongly appreciated in 2010. Many exciting new services were 
made available to the patrons including free museum passes to 5 NH museums and attractions, free 
downloadable audio book and e-book services, and inter library loan services in conjunction with 
the New Hampshire State Library. Many of these new services were initiated and partially funded 
by our benefactors, the Friends of the Rollinsford Public Library. 


The Friends also financially supported the purchase of hundreds of new books to expand 
and enhance our collections in both the adult and children’s section of the library. Thanks to the 
addition of new books each month adult circulation was up 35%. The library also now holds a 
license to show movies and a high definition projector and large movie screen were donated. 


Over 60 children participated in our summer reading program. Events offered this summer 
included a professional puppet show, a hands on lecture/class with a graphic novelist and author, 
and an adult and children’s film series. 


Five upgraded Apple computers were donated in November and the Trustee’s purchased 
new 22 inch flat screen monitors with money raised from the book sale. Our computer stations and 
wifi services were uSed heavily and internet use was also up by about 40% in 2010. 


In July, without any increase to the library budget, we hired a part time assistant to the 
director. She is also the librarian at the RGS. She helped program and run Summer Reading and ran 
a middle school/high school book club in the fall. She was an integral part of our successful 
Scholastic Book Fair in November. She provides a wonderful link between the school and the public 
library for the town. 


A great part of the library’s success is our wonderful volunteer staff who logged 
1,161 hours in 2010. These volunteers are a huge asset to the library and the community. If you 
would like to volunteer please visit the library and find out how you can help.

Rollinsford Cemetery Trustees 2010 Report 


In 2010 the Cemetery Trustees expended $14,769.59 from the cemetery operating budget 
and $2000.00 was put aside to be put into a capital reserve fund for the construction of a 
cremation area in New Town cemetery. The total cemetery expenses for New Town, 

Old Town and Doe cemeteries for 2010 were $16,769.59. 


The trustees expended $60.00 of the operating budget for the yearly Memorial Day clean 
up in the Doe Burial Ground. This was the only expense for the Doe Burial Ground. 


Total cemetery expenses that the town pays. $8788.98 
Total cemetery expenses that are paid from the perpetual care trust fund. $7980.61 


In 2010, Two, single grave lots were sold for $350.00 each and two, two grave lots were 
sold for $700.00 each. 

In 2010 an additional three lots, with a total of 22 graves were added to the perpetual care 
list with a total of $1100.00 added to the perpetual care trust funds. 

In 2010 $200.00 was added to the Doe perpetual care trust fund. 


In 2010 the town received $75.00 in tomb rental. 
In 2010 a spring grave cleanup was completed with volunteer labor. 


In 2010 the Trustees expended $86.04 to have some gravestones uplifted, leveled, reset or 
repaired. Some of this work was also completed by volunteers. This work took place in 
Old Town Cemetery. 


In 2010 the tomb building in Old Town Cemetery was vandalized several times by the 
spraying of graffiti all over the brick work. The graffiti was chemically removed through 
pressure washing. The work was done by volunteers. The trustees would like to thank 
Denis Drake for his time and equipment used in cleaning the graffiti from the tomb. 


This year the trustees would also like to thank, Bill Foxlow our Burial Superintendent 
and All Land Enterprises Inc. our landscape contractor for a job well done. 


The trustees would like to thank Pam Morgan, Beverly Dionne and Charisse Baker from 
the town office for the time that they put into working on cemetery business throughout 

the year.

2010 proved to be a busy year for the fire department. We answered over 300 calls for 
service, many due to the devastating rains in the spring. Our firefighters assisted many 
residents with water evacuation, and spent a great deal of time assisting those located on 
General Sullivan Way, which were hit the hardest. There were no major fires in the 
town. 


We are pleased to have incorporated the use of Knox security boxes in the town. This 
alleviated having to keep over 60 keys in our lead attack pumpers, which in turn reduced 
our liability and will speed our access in the event of an emergency. The boxes are 
required for all businesses that have reporting fire alarms and/or sprinkler systems. They 
are also an option for home owners that have concerns about emergency services access 
to their property. I am happy to report that we have already signed applications for a half 
dozen residential properties in the town. For more information about Knox boxes, go to 
and check out thier site. 


Even more exciting for me is the start-up of the fire departments first fire service explorer 
program. This program is for local youths interested in the fire and emergency medical 
services. It is highly regimented and supervised, teaching teens not only about 
firefighting and EMS, but responsibility, organization and pride in community. With the 
support of the staff, I know it is going to be a wonderful addition to the fire department. 
More information about the program can be found on the fire department web site, and by 
visiting 


I cannot begin to thank enough the people that make my job a pleasure. I have the 
opportunity to interact with scores of people for many different reasons. My greatest 
love is helping those folks in need. Thank you for trusting in your fire department and 
supporting us. It truly is a pleasure to serve you. This winter has had us busy shoveling 
fire hydrants to make sure they are accessible in the event of a fire. I was thrilled to see 
several hydrants around town cleaned out by residents. Thank you so much for the help. 


I must also thank the other town officials for their continued support of the fire 
department. The board of selectmen have been very supportive and understanding of our 
needs and operations, something that is vital to a smooth running organization. We work 
very closely with the police department and consider our working relationship to be one 
of the best in the area between fire and police. Chief Ducharme has a top notch 
department and we appreciate their support. 


And last, but certainly not least, I must thank the Rollinsford Firefighters for thier 
continued support and dedication to the town. They come from all walks of life, have 
careers and families, but always find the time to help those in need. Many times meals 
are left to get cold, sleep is interrupted (or not had at all) and family events are put on 
hold.

The article was placed on the floor for discussion by Paula Woolley and seconded by Denise Knowles. Ms. 
Woolley then motioned to amend the article as follows: The nurse position's salary will go from an 87% 
increase to a 90% increase for a total of $1,879.00 ($1,625.00 salary increase plus benefits of $254), and 
two paraprofessionals whose pay is disproportionate to their certifications, experience and job duties would 
have a salary increase of $1,370.00 with associated benefits (FICA) totaling $182.00. The amended amount 
for the article to be voted on June 22, 2010 by ballot at Rollinsford Town Hall] would be $3,431.00 for an 
estimated tax impact of 1%. The floor was opened for discussion. Ed Jansen clarified that the tax impact 
_ would likely be slightly over 1%, as property values may change. Patti Brown questioned whether the 
unencumbered monies at the end of the fiscal year could be used to cover this increase. Ms. Woolley stated 
that all unused monies from the entire schoo! budget are returned to the town to offset taxes. Richard 
Wasson mentioned that no town employees are getting raises this year. Gail St. Hillaire voiced a concern 
about the validity of the vote on this amendment because there was no voter checklist to determine the 
residences of the audience members due to lack of notification to the supervisor of the checklist. Ms. 
Woolley apologized for the miscommunication. The moderator then called for a voice vote on the 
amendment to Article 1 and declared that the Ayes carried the vote. After some accounting questions, the 
voter checklist arrived at the meeting. Ms. Woolley then asked if anyone present objected to the vote 
having taken place without the checklist. There was no response from the audience. 


Mr. Caouette then asked for a voice vote on the amended Article 1. The Ayes carried the vote. 
The meeting was adjourned at 6:25 p.m.

Gentlemen: 


In planning and performing our audit of the financial statements of the Governmental Activities, each major fund, and 
the aggregate remaining information of the Town of Rollinsford as of and for the year ended December 31, 2009, in 
accordance with auditing standards generally accepted in the United States of America, we considered Town of 
Rollinsford’s interna] control over financial reporting (internal control) as a basis for designing our auditing procedures 
for the purpose of expressing our opinions on the financial statements, but not for the purpose of expressing an opinion 
on the effectiveness of the Town of Rollinsford’s internal control. Accordingly, we do not express an opinion on the 
effectiveness of Town of Rollinsford’s internal control. 


Our consideration of internal control was for the limited purpose described in the preceding paragraph and was not 
designed to identify all deficiencies in internal control that might be significant deficiencies or material weaknesses 
and, therefore there can be no assurance that all such deficiencies have been identified. However, as discussed below, 
we identified certain deficiencies in internal control that we consider to be material weaknesses and other deficiencies 


that we consider to be significant deficiencies. 


A deficiency in internal control exists when the design or operation of a control does not allow management or 
employees, in the normal course of performing their assigned functions, to prevent, or detect and correct misstatements 
on a timely basis. A materia] weakness is a deficiency, or combination of deficiencies in internal control, such that 
there is a reasonable possibility that a material misstatement of the entity’s financial statements will not be prevented, 
or detected and corrected on a timely basis. We consider the following deficiencies to Town of Rollinsford’s internal 


control to be material weaknesses: 


1) Resident Taxes 
During the audit, it was observed and tested when residents registered their automobiles, resident taxes were 


not checked whether this had been paid. In addition, some residents had not paid their resident taxes in two 
years but were allowed to register their automobiles. 


It is recommended that controls be implemented to strengthen the collection and accountability so resident 
taxes are paid prior to vehicles being registered. 


A significant deficiency is a deficiency, or a combination of deficiencies, in internal control that is less severe than a 
material weakness, yet important enough to merit attention by those charged with governance. We consider the 
following deficiencies in Town of Rollinsford’s internal control to be significant deficiencies: 


1) Purchase Orders 
It was noted that some department heads are ordering goods/services before the purchase orders have been 


reviewed and approved by the selectmen. 


It is recommended that department heads issue purchase orders to the selectmen for approval before 
goods/services are fulfilled. This would ensure that the selectmen are reviewing and approving the 
expenditures and department heads are controlling their expenditures within the approved budget. 
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2) Welfare Payments 
During the audit, it was noted that some welfare applications were not signed by the welfare applicant but were 


approved by the welfare official. This practice must stop. All welfare applications need to have both the 
signature of the welfare applicant and approval by the welfare official. 


3) Monthly Journal Entries 
The Bookkeeper prepares monthly journal entries, adjustments, corrections or reclassification entries. These 


entries are then posted to the general ledger. 


It is recommended that the Selectmen review the monthly entries and sign that the entries were reviewed and 
approved. 


4) Cemetery Funds 
The trustee of trust funds maintains a spreadsheet containing the names and amount paid for perpetual care 


of lots. When compared to the investments handled by the bank, there is a difference. The MS-9 report agrees 
to the bank amounts. This difference has been ongoing for years. 


It is recommended that a reconciliation be done by the trustees and the selectmen to resolve this difference. 


5) Fixed Assets 

The Town does not maintain records of general fixed assets such as property and equipment with a life 
expectancy exceeding one year. The recording of fixed assets would fulfill the need to provide for physical 
dollar value control, and establish accountability for general government capital expenditures over the years. 


With the recording of fixed assets, the related depreciation could be determined on an annual basis for the 
purpose of measuring the total cost of governmental services and evaluating the efficiency of programs. This 
was recommended in the prior year report.

You are hereby notified that the polls will be open from 7 a.m. to 7 p.m. at the 
Rollinsford Town Hall, on Tuesday, March 8, 2011 to bring in your ballot for the Town 
Officers to be elected in Article I, and to vote by ballot on Articles, II — XI and then to 
meet at the Rollinsford Grade School at 9 a.m. on Saturday, March 12, 2011 to act on the 
budget and other Articles in the Warrant. 


ARTICLE I 

To bring in your ballots for: | 
One (1) Selectman and Overseer for the Poor for three (3) years. 
Town Clerk for three (3) years. 
Town Treasurer for one (1) year. 
Chief of the Fire Department for one (1) year. 
Three (3) members of the Budget Committee for three (3) years. 
One (1) Trustee of the Trust Funds for three (3) years. 
One (1) Trustee of the Library Trust for three (3) years. 
One (1) Trustee of the Cemetery Trust for three (3) years. 


ARTICLE II 

Are you in favor of the adoption of Amendment No. 1 as proposed by the 
Planning Board for the Rollinsford zoning ordinance as follows: To amend Table 6.9 
of the Rollinsford, NH Zoning Ordinance by adding ‘“‘Place of Worship” as an allowed 
use in the Mill District. 


ARTICLE III 

Are you in favor of the adoption of Amendment No. 2 as proposed by the 
Planning Board for the Rollinsford zoning ordinance as follows: To amend Table 6.9 
of the Rollinsford, NH zoning Ordinance to remove “Manufactured Home Park” and 
Manufactured Home Subdivision” as permitted uses in any zone; to repeal Section 8.5 — 
Manufactured Home Park in its entirety; to amend Table 6.9 to allow manufactured 
homes on individual lots in the UR, SR1 and SR2 zones; and to repeal Section 2.38 — 
Manufactured Home Parks and Subdivisions definition in its entirety. 


ARTICLE IV 

Are you in favor of the adoption of Amendment No. 3 as proposed by the 
Planning Board for the Rollinsford zoning ordinance as follows: To amend Section 
5.2 (2) of the Rollinsford, NH Zoning Ordinance by modifying the language to remove 
the ability to change a legal non-conforming use to another non-conforming use by 
special exception from the ZBA; and to amend section 5.2(1) to require if a conforming 
use is proposed on a lot where a non-conforming use exists that the non-conforming use 


must cease. 


ARTICLE V 
Are you in favor of the adoption of Amendment No. 4 as proposed by the 


Planning Board for the Rollinsford zoning ordinance as follows: To amend the 
Zoning Map of the Rollinsford, NH Zoning Ordinance by rezoning Tax Map 2, Lot 18 
from the Industrial Zone to the Old Salmon Falls District. 


ARTICLE VI 

Are you in favor of the adoption of Amendment No. 5 as proposed by the 
Planning Board for the Rollinsford zoning ordinance as follows: To amend Section 
8.7.7 of the Rollinsford, NH Zoning Ordinance by repealing all changes to the section 
that occurred as a result of the passing of the 2010 petitioned amendment pertaining to 
shared driveways serving as road frontage. 


ARTICLE VII 

Are you in favor of the adoption of Amendment No. 6 as proposed by citizen 
petition for the Rollinsford zoning ordinance as follows: To amend Zoning Ordinance 
Section 2.26 (definition of ““Lot”) by adding that a lot may utilize a shared private 
driveway for its principle frontage in accordance with Section 8.7.7 and NH RSA 674:41. 


The Planning Board does not recommend this proposed amendment. 


ARTICLE VIII 

Are you in favor of the adoption of Amendment No. 7 as proposed by citizen 
petition for the Rollinsford zoning ordinance as follows: To amend Zoning Ordinance 
Section 2 — Definitions by adding a new definition as follows: “Shared Driveway, means 
a privately owned and maintained access way, per NH RSA 674:41 and in accordance 
with Section 8.7.7, serving more than one lot. The Town has no responsibility for the 
design, construction, and maintenance of said private way.” 


The Planning Board does not recommend this proposed amendment. 


ARTICLE IX 

Are you in favor of the adoption of Amendment No. 8 as proposed by citizen 
petition for the Rollinsford zoning ordinance as follows: To amend Zoning Ordinance 
Section 2.57 by adding the following underscored text to the existing language: “Street, 
as_set_forth in NH RSA _ 674:41, means a public road, public highway or public 





thoroughfare which constitutes or is designed to constitute the main access to more than 
one Jot and which has been, or shall be proposed to be, legally dedicated and accepted for 


public use, except _as provided in Section 8.7.7 for a shared drive, and which meets all 
Town construction specifications as described in the Subdivision Regulations.” 


The Planning Board does not recommend this proposed amendment. 


ARTICLE X 
Are you in favor of the adoption of Amendment No. 9 as proposed by citizen 


petition for the Rollinsford zoning ordinance as follows: To amend Zoning Ordinance 
Section 8.7.7 to not allow shared driveways to serve as frontage for subdivisions with 
more than four lots served by a single entrance. 


The Planning Board does not recommend this proposed amendment. 


ARTICLE XI 

Are you in favor of the adoption of Amendment No. 10 as proposed by citizen 
petition for the Rollinsford zoning ordinance as follows: To amend Zoning Ordinance 
Section 8.7.7 (1) by adding the following underscored text and removing the 


strikethrough text as follows: “In order to provide a buffer to adjacent properties, the 


shared driveway shall be set back a minimum of 20+ 15’ from all common lot lines to 


adjacent properties and the lot being subdivided.” 
The Planning Board does not recommend this proposed amendment. 


ARTICLE XII 

To see if the Town will vote to appropriate the sum equal to all revenues in 
excess of fifty thousand dollars ($50,000.00) that may be received from the Hydro 
Electric Plant to be placed in the Town’s Hydro Electric Fund. The first $50,000.00 or 
any lesser amount that may be received will be used as offset against Town Budget 
expenditures (Majority vote required). 


ARTICLE XIII 

To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of five thousand 
dollars ($5,000) and authorize the withdrawal of $5,000.00 from the Land Trust Fund 
Capital Reserve to finance land survey and related expenses that may be incurred in 
assisting private land owners who donate Conservation Easements and/or to purchase 
options to buy critical lands the town may wish to protect for open space or conservation 
uses. (Majority vote required). 


ARTICLE XIV 

To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of thirty thousand 
dollars ($30,000) to be added to the Equipment Capital Reserve Fund previously 
established. The Budget Committee and Selectmen recommend this appropriation. 
(Majority vote required) 


ARTICLE XV 
To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate seventy-five thousand 


dollars ($75,000) for storm drains and road resurfacing ($30,000 for resurfacing and 
$45,000 for 720 feet of storm drains and 5 catch basins on General John Sullivan Way). 
(Majority vote required) 


ARTICLE XVI 

To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of ten thousand 
dollars ($10,000) to be added to the Land Trust Fund previously established. Ten 
thousand will be transferred from the Land Use Change Tax Fund to fund this 
appropriation. The Budget Committee and Selectmen recommend this appropriation. 
(Majority vote required) 


ARTICLE XVII 
To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate fifty thousand dollars 


($50,000.00) to renovate the second floor of the Town Hall and to authorize the 
acceptance of private gifts and/or private grants to fund the renovation. (Renovation will 
not be undertaken until required gifts or grants have been received.) The Budget 
Committee and the Selectmen recommend this appropriation. (Majority vote required) 


ARTICLE XVIII 

To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate forty-two thousand dollars 
($42,000) for the purchase of a Fire Utility Van for the Fire Department, and to authorize 
the withdrawal of $42,000 from the Equipment Capital Reserve Fund. (Majority vote 


required) 


ARTICLE XIX 

To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate twenty-four thousand 
dollars ($24,000) for the purchase of a Bobcat Model S160 Skid-Steer Loader for the 
Highway Department, and to authorize the withdrawal of $24,000 from the Equipment 
Capital Reserve Fund. (Majority vote required) 


ARTICLE XX 

To see if the Town will appropriate ten thousand dollars ($10,000) to purchase a 
pickup tank slide-in for the Fire Department, and to authorize the withdrawal of $10,000 
from the Equipment Capital Reserve Fund. (Majority vote required) 


ARTICLE XXI 
To see if the Town will vote to establish a Police Cruiser Reserve Fund. (Majority 
vote required) | 


ARTICLE XXII 

To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate eight thousand five hundred 
dollars ($8,500) to be added to the Police Cruiser Reserve Fund previously established. 
(Majority vote required) 


ARTICLE XXIII 

To see if the Town will vote to establish a Cemetery Cremation Area Capital 
Reserve Fund under the provisions of RSA 35:1 for the purpose of creating a cremation 
area in New Town Cemetery. (Majority vote required) 


ARTICLE XXIV 

To see if the Town will authorize the Cemetery Trustees to transfer two thousand 
dollars ($2,000) from the 2011 cemetery operating fund into the Cemetery Cremation 
Area Capital Reserve Fund, and transfer two thousand ($2,000) from 2010 cemetery 
funds held by the town as a cemetery liability. (Majority vote required) 


ARTICLE XXV 

To see if the Town will vote to establish a Transfer Station Compactor Reserve 
Fund, and to raise and appropriate seven thousand dollars ($7,000) to be added to the 
Transfer Station Compactor Reserve Fund. (Majority vote required) 


ARTICLE XXVI 

To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate one million three hundred 
sixty thousand six hundred ninety-six ($1,360,696) for general municipal operations. This 
article does not include capital articles addressed above. (Majority vote required) 


ARTICLE XXVII 

To see if the Town will vote to accept the road that the Selectmen laid out in 
October 2009 over part of the existing class VI Old Indigo Hill Road between Rollins 
Road and Scoutland Road, and over +- 400 feet of land on tax Map 8, Lot 5. The new 
class V right-of-way will be 60 feet wide for a distance of 1980 feet and built to 
Rollinsford subdivision road standards. The road is shown in the subdivision approved by 
the Rollinsford Planning Board on September 17, 2009. (Majority vote required) 


ARTICLE XXVIII 

To see if the Town will request that the Planning Board prepare a proposed 
zoning change in 2012 to enlarge the Conservation Zoning District to include the 34 acres 
Tax Map 2 Lot 12, owned by the town located in the Industrial Zone. ( Majority vote 
required) 


ARTICLE XXIX 
To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to sell to the highest 
bidder, the surplus equipment and vehicles owned by the Town. (Majority vote required) 


ARTICLE XXX 
To transact any other business that may legally come before the meeting.
